The members of People’s Demo^ 
cracy do not really expect to get any 
of their candidates elected, and thdr 
programme is more in the nature of 
a statement of ultimate aims than a 
realistic assessment of what they 
hope, to gain through an eket^ 
majority- The purpose of putting up 
candidates is to show the sham oi 
elections- 

However this may be a mistake 
all the same. Even to put up candi¬ 
dates purely for reasons of publidty. 
when you don't expect them to be 
elected, is playing the state's game. 
(It is a minor matter, but if the can¬ 
didates lose their deposits they are 
making a small contribution to the 
funds of the state,) It is certainly 
true that in past years the London 
anarchists have held anti-election 
meetings, but these have not been 
particularly successful On one occa- 


Sion, after a vigorous ‘Don't' vote!" 
campaign, there heaviest 

poll for vears. On anouier occasion 
Fulham anarchists spent a great deal 
of time producing masses of leaflets 
and covering the whole constituency 
street by street, with the result that 
about half a dozen people came 
round to Freedom Press to make 
enquiries* and no Other result was 
perceptible. 

Perhaps a better rnetbod is to 
burlesque the whole thing, and put 
up a candidate who i5 obviously un¬ 
suitable, a donkey or a hippo from 
the zoo, as has been done in Brazil, 
I believe. In this case the point is 
well made, and everyone has a good 
time making it. 

But it appears from the list of 
demands that a statist twist still 
affects the thought oE People's 
Democracy. Tories out', well and 
good, but this suggests that some 


other political grouping would be 
more acceptable. ‘State investment' 
suggests confidence in a possible 
'welfare state'. 'Workers' control' 
and farmirig co-operatives are better. 
Non-sectarian education is a very 
moderate demand in the twentieth 
century, when the whole system of 
authoritarian teaching is called in 
question, *Housing a basic right' and 
special police powers to be ended are 
good as far as they go, but the 
second of the two is no more than a 
reformist measure. 

However there is nothing wrong 
with reforms, so long as they con¬ 
sist of the limiting of the power of 
authority. One cannot, in all fair¬ 
ness* tell people who are enduring 
the heavy hand of oppression that 
they should not seize whatever 
op^rtunity presents itself to lighten 
the load. The danger lies in the 
acceptance of governmental ways of 


doing tiling until the movement be¬ 
comes asssmilated into the machine, 
of authority., as has happened with 
the trade unions. 

Apparently all other activities 
have been stopped until the elections 
are over, and everything is concen¬ 
trated on them. Far better it would 
be to ignore the whole thing, and 
continue with extra-parliamentary 
and non-govero mental forms of 
activity. 

It would probably be over- 
optimistic to claim that Ireland to¬ 
day is ripe for anarchy. But the 
People's Democracy, and the move¬ 
ment of the squatters and the unem- 
[^oyed in Dublin, are movenrents 
which have a libertarian, sponta¬ 
neous and revolutionary quality, and 
may be able to achieve great things 
if they can avoid the governmental 
trap,

T>OND is a pacifist, perhaps even an

present his political beliefs then the 
reasons for choosing 17th century Japan 
as a soapbox remain obscure to me.

We’ve always run a shop on the site. 
It's convenient, and wc can buy food 
cheaply in bulk (as long as we get the 
funds in to stock it initially). People 
take turns in teams of two or three 
at running the shop and going into 
town for supplies. You can order 
perishables the night before. Incident- 
ally, wc wui! need a large pair of 
scales for weighing vegetables. Can 
anyone help? 

We will also need a first aid box. 
Can anyone help with some medical 
supplies? 

WHAT TO BRING: 

Sleeping bags are absolutely essential. 
It is best to bring LARGE tents because 
the sire owner is charging us ’ on a 
per-icnt basis. So if people could get 
(ogether on this and bring one large 
lent instead of four small ones, wc can 
keep costs right down. We are hoping 
that I he cost will not exceed 3s. per 
head per night, excluding children, bur 
this does depend on the number of 
tents on the site. Secondhand tents 
are available quite cheaply at this time 
of the year through Exchange and Man, 
so it's advisable to start looking now. 
We will have some communal lent space 
(as long as you send postal orders so 
that we can buy the communal tents!) 
but I'm sure you realise that people 
coming from abroad will have more 
difficulty in bringing equipment. Some 
come from as far away as Australia 
and America. So, in order to provide 
space for (hem, we are relying on 
British comrades bringing their own 
tents. If anyone has a spare tent, 
please let us know. 

You'll need cooking equipment. 
Everyone brings their own pans and 
crockery. We aim to provide six gas 
rings and large gas cylinders (this is

going to cost a packet, have I mco- 
lioned wc need funds urgently?) but 
obviously this won't be adequate unless 
most people bring their own. If you 
can't run to Camping Gaz, small meths 
burners arc very cheap. The usual 
practice is to get together lo form 
cooking groups, so that people can take 
it in turns to do the cooking-—nobody 
likes to be lied to a hot stove throughout 
their holiday. We hope that the groups 
will be pretty fluid so that people 

won't stick in one group throughout 
rhe holiday and never get to know ihc 
rest of the camp. 

Fve been asked about getting there. 
The current train fare is £7 12s. return 
from London, £6 if you travel midweek. 
This may go up before the summer 
Coach IS a belter bet at £2 Ms. single, 
£4 17s. return from London. There 

is one coach daily, departing from 

Victoria at 8.30 a.m. People in other 

parts of the country will have to make 
their own inquiries. Wc are considering 
hiring our own coach to run between 
London and the camp, but unless we 
can do this very cheaply, i! won't be 
w^orihwhile: probably the best system 
will be for FREErx>M to put those wanting 
transport in touch with those who have 
places in cars. If anyone can pul a 
Dormobile at our disposal for July/ 
August, we'd be delighted to hear about 
it. 

The need for money is immediate. 
Apart from sending your £I booking 
fee (which will be deducted from your 
camp charge), could you try to raise 
funds in your area by holding a social, 
a jumble sale or a parly (bring a 
bottle and pay 2s. 6d. at the door)? In 
London w^e are already organising fund¬ 
raising activities of this kind.

FIFTH COLUMN 
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Home Rule for Yorkshire 


INURING THE LAST few ccniuncs 
^ there has been a tendency for the 
state to become more and more cen- 
iraHsed^ and wc have often been told that 
the Anarchist idea failed, becauKC, w'ilh 
iu decentralist pnncTples, ii tried to alter 
the course of historical progress. Bnt the 
tendency to centralise seems to have 
reached its peak in certain spheres: in 
Britain we arc seeing a reaction in the 
shape of an appeal to Celtic nationalism 
and a call for regioital government. 

Wc have seen the rise of the Scotiijih 
and Welsh Nationalist Parlies, the emer¬ 
gence of Mebyon Kemow (The Sons of 
Comwalll. and even an independent can¬ 
didate standing at a general election 
under the slogan "HonriE Rule for 
Cumberland* The slogan Home Rule 
for Yorkshire; that was jokingly painictl 
on an Ataemtwyth wall some years ago, 
may soon be taken seriously. 

Political groups in those areas that 


claim to have a distinct cuUure intend to 
create nations; they call for political 
independence, or at least autonomy. 
{Contisb Naiion, for example, states: 
*Our aim should not be to pull down the 
Union Flag. Rather let us raise St. Piran*s 
Cross proudly beside it, in a new and 
honourable partnership/l 

But when one examinc^i those areas in 
the British Isles that have gained poUlical 
independence and avilonomy. one wonders 
if the attainment of these has brought 
many advantages. 

The political autonomy of Ulster does 
nol solve its housing and unemployment 
problems, or reform the fascist nature of 
the state. 

What has isolitical independence done 
for the basic problems of the people of 
the Irish Republic? The population i.s 
slid declining: people are Forced to emi- 
grate because of lack of jobs; in Dublin 
recently homeless families have rioted 


and the country has bcci^ swept by strikes 
of workers demandifl® a decent living 
wage. The orange, &reen of 

ihc Irish nag flifis proudly while the 
people arc robbed by firilish and 

trish capitalists, 

Political independence does not prevent 

rcltgious bigotry persecution of 

religious minorities (Ulster), or racial 
mmoritics (USA* and the USSR 

I the lews]), or prevent the rise of military 
dictatorship (Brazil, Spain and Greece); 
in effect political indtipcadcncc is no step 
forward or defence afiSinsl tyranny. 

Political independence is not progres¬ 
sive because it is not economic inde¬ 
pendence: priiductioti ^nd trade, through 
ihose who control them, are interlocking 
on a world scale Few states, if any. have 
the resources for economic self-suHiciency* 
and even if any did, Jhey would be forced 
to expand because the'existence of other 
states is always a (hre^: any such slate 


would turn to imperialism, like USA and 
Russia; an ever-increasing march towards 
greater centralisation. Poliiical independ¬ 
ence or national liberation contains the 
seeds of imperialism. 

And the call for regional government 
m Britain, although it implies dccentmli- 
sation, has no appeal for Anarchists. The 
English word ‘tyranf comes from the 
Greek: the ancient Greek tyrants ruled 
territories that one could walk across in 
an hour. 

Because Ihc govern menfn I uni I is 
snialler, free^loni is nnl the grenfer, iTic 
political structure itself must be de¬ 
stroyed, and replaced by a society based 
on workers' councils, the representahves 
being subject to immediate recall by 
thexje who elect them. The councils 
federate industrially and geographically, 
each unit of industry and each neigh¬ 
bourhood retaining an independence in 
that which concerns itself only. 

Political independence and regional 
govemment is a sham. Capitalism is 
everywhere: its sectors interconnect. It 
cannot be destroyed in part: the revolu¬ 
tion must be total.

WITH THE INCREASING amoum of 
development in city centres, the 
question arises as to who is going in 
benefit from these projects. I-mm a finan- 
cta! standpoinU it is obvious that the 
development company will gain, for vast 
profits have been and are still being made 
by these companies, 

Ctly centres are not just for offices luid 
shops. They are places that should pro¬ 
vide amenities, places of entertainment 
and recreational ccnlres, where people 
can meet and enjoy themselves. How¬ 
ever, many such centres do not fulfil 
these objects. 

In many cases, city cenifc develup- 
ments are separated from motor traffic, 
the new' one at Wolverhampton being an 
example. This new centre, the biggest 
under construction in Britain^ has three 
levels with escalators connecting each 
one* However, before this development 
started, the streets, which have now been 
demolished, w'ere open to the public at 
all times. When the work is completed, 
(he development company, Manders, want 
to exclude the public from the city centre 
at night.

Censorship 

WHEN GEOFFREY CANNON, ex- 
’ ■ chairman of Oxford University 
CND and prophet of free communica¬ 
tions* takes over the cdiiorahip <ff the 
Rmlio Timex in June he will have a 
lot of work to do. 

One feature of the magazine which 
uiigcntly requires his aitcnuon is the 
CO rrcspondcncc page. 11 now co nee n- 
trates on such topics ax: Who does 
the Bishop's housework in ff// Gan and 
Gaittrsl, What are the names of the 
children in The Magic Roandahautl and 
—inevitably—Should The Daks come 
TO an end? 

But in the issue of February 13, from 
which I have taken ihesc c.xnmpics. 
most of the corrcspondericc page ix 
occupied by a letter attacking BBC 
censorship. The letter is wrilten by u 
group of former members of the 
Wednesday Play team and answered by 
Paul Fox, the Controller of BBC L 

On Monday* February 17* the Guard¬ 
ian quoted Tony Garnett, producer of 
Calfiy Come Home and one of the 
letter’s signal ones, as sayi ng that the 
teller was partly aimed at ensuring that 
the BBC did not cancel nr postpone 
this week's Wednesday Play: 

‘One of our inientions was to make 
it very difficult for the BBC to stop 
putting on 77m Big Fhtme on Wednesday 
and I think we vc got them nicely boxed 


m now. 

By the time you read this /7ie Big 
Fiante will have been shown It de¬ 
scribes a workers' lakeovcr of the 
Liverpool docks and is, according to 
Paul Fox* ‘a rcfnarkablc film'. 

The programmes suppressed by the 
BBC were Hit, Suddenly, Hit, a docm 
mentary about political violence Indud- 
mg people like Marcuse. Erich Fromm 
and Stokcley Carmichael* and Five 
iVomen, a Wednesday Play about 
women ex-prisoners 

The BBC's object ions to Hit, Su'ddeniy, 
Hit were unconvincmg. The programme, 
made before the Russian invasion of 
Czechoslovakta, naturally did not refer 
to it. According lo Paul Fox this 
meant ihai it couldn't be shown after 
August According lo Tony Garnett 
ffj>* Suddenly, Hit was snppre-ssed before 
the invasion of Czechoslovakia. 

Secondly Paul Fo.x described the 
documentary as ‘unbalanced’. He meant 
simply that the wrong points of view 
were given too much emphasis—the 
censor's traditional complaint. 

The objection to Five Women was Jess 
crude. The programme was ‘rejected 
as a play and turned down as a docn- 
mentary because it is neither one thing 
nor the other', Paul Fox added that 
after changes the programme would be 
shown—comment from Tony Garnett: 
the BBC had been telling him for 
18 months that Five Women would be 
put on eventually. 

Five like Cathy Come Home 

and Tfic War Ctmte^h said to blur the 
limits between drama and documentary. 
Homeless Cathy and people dying in 
The War Game are more disturbing 
than Humphrey Bogart and Or. lK/m‘s 
ice warriors. In the drama/documentary 
you can tell yourself that you arc 
watching drama but the style forces 
you to see it as documentary—in other 
words real. 

‘Reality' which Ihc viewer is not 
expecting—and which confficts with his 
picture of the world—can be dangerous, 
A particular programme may convince 
son^e viewers that it is a pure docu¬ 
mentary. Other people may have their 
faith in The hfeivt itself shaken, for 
if fiction is dressed up as fact then 
what passes for fact becomes suspect 
The audience is forced lo think, doubi 
and question. And the BBC doesn^l 
want too much of that .son of subversive 
nonsense. 

It is iotorestlng that having .suppressed 
the two programme.^ the BBC allow'ed 
this tn be discussed in their own maga¬ 
zine. Possibly the CCorporation wishes 
to claim the credit for liberalism while 
gaining the advantages of censorship 

The BBC's suppression of these pro- 
grammes is a clear hint to those who 
work for the BBC and the Free Com¬ 
munications Croup. Censors need cither 
the acquiescence of workers in the com¬ 
munications industry or the direct in- 
tetv^enuon of the police. The functior- 
of the Group is obviously lo encourager 
workers in comniunidations to demand 
greater control over their own work 
and uitimatcly lo take it for themselves. 
Immediately withoui waiting for any 
revnluiionury situatinn those who work 
for the BBC‘ can say to their bosses.: 
show Fire Wotnen and Hit, Suddeni}\ 
Hit nr we will take direct action lo 
ensure thai they are shown.

(The main method is comaincrisa- 
lion under which machines could do 
away with 90 a. of the present man¬ 
ning, according to a report com* 
missioned by the British Transport 
Docks Board.)

Committee of the Transport and 
Genenil Workers' Union has at pre¬ 
sent got a ban on any such package 
deals 'lhal will result in loss of 
manning on any job whatsoever*. 

Btil in March a eonlainer service 
run by Overseas Containers Limited 
is due to start at Tilbury—they hope 
on greatly reduced manning but for 
a basic wage of £37 6s. 8d, for a 
34^-hour-week for ihc lucky few 
who ge! the job. This job—like 
most of the other .such plum jobs— 
will go only to dockers employed by 
the Port of London Authority. 

The great fear of the men in the 
Royals and men not employed by 
the PLA is that these deals will take 
work from I hem and leave them in 
a much worse position than PLA 
dockers and those on package deals. 

So the men in the Royals decided 
to operate an unofficial overtime ban 
in support of a claim of £6 for an 
8-hour day and £8 for a 10-hour 
day for all the men. 

This lasted a week and was 
Slopped because it was found that 
the tally clerks (who check and list 
cargoes), who were not in dispute, 
were having their wages cut by as 
much as £8 a week as they cannot 
work without dockers. 

^ANARCHY IIN THE ROVAI.S' 

On Tuesday; February 4, the men 
decided to change their tactics. In¬ 
stead of an overtime ban they would 
go on strike for half a day each 
week, without warning. This would 
hardly affect the wages of the tally 
clerks: and in fact often meant less 
hours would be lost than a ban on 
overtime of two hours a night. 

On Thursday. February 6, the 
employers decided to suspend for 
two days the 3,074 men who look 
part in Tuesday's half-day strike. 
This was the first lime such aclion 
had been taken for 20 years, Mr. 
John Kiernan (Chairman of the 
London Port Employers) said they 
could not allow '^anarchy in the 
Royals* to conlinue 
The men would not be allowed to 
work on February 24 and 25 unless 
ihey appealed to the London Dock 
Labour Board (so far aboiU 2,000 
have). 

The men received their notices on 
the Saturday and held an Lmofficial 
meeting on Monday, February 10. 
Tt was the best attended meeting 
ever at the Royals which is con¬ 
sidered the most militant section of 
London's docks. 

About 4,000 attended the meeting 
and decided to defy the ban ami 
stage a second half-day strike. Jack 
Dash pointi:^ out the experience of 
1967 showed lhat long strikes were 
no! to the advantage of Ihe men. 
f>cspite what some Tory MPs may 
think, it is not very easy living on 
nalional assi.stancc for several 
moriihs with a family to support and 
all ihc mass niedia against you. 

The employers warned that a 
second .stoppage could bad in the 
dismissal of iIkjsc dockers involved 
in both. Tlic way negotratioms are 
procrcssinc a docker can gel up to 
£1.750 for resigning from the docks 
voluntarily. 7’o gel tlie sack would 
ninan lie would gel no'thfng so the 
decision to stage a second strike 
ltx>k some courage. 

All hough the decision was taken 
by 4,lX)f) dockers only 2,411 actually 
went on strike for half a day. t his 
was considerably less than ttx^k part 
in the first strike .sc? it looked as if 
the employers' tlireals were proving 
effccHvc. 

On Friday. F'chruary 14 (Valen¬ 
tine's Day), the employers decided 
to suspend those who iiK)k p[in in 
the secontl strike for three days 
(from March 3 to 5 if they did not 
first appeal). ThiX time Mr. Kiernan 


Sidd that although 
speak for all the employers he would 
reconrmend withdrawal of the sus¬ 
pensions 'provided the union are 
able to give conetc^^ assurances of 
gelling the men .u continue working 
and Slopping these wild-cat slrikes* 
appeal DEADLiHTi^ 

The union ba^t the cm- 

plovers to withdraw* the suspensions and 
should support ihc ntcn in their appeals. 
The appeals arc made to ihc Dock 
Labour Board whose members arc 
divided equally between the unions and 
employers When Jack l>a.sh appealed 
againM his last si!?ipension the cmplo)-ers 
all rejccied his appeal and the unions 
all supported it The chairman (Totn 
CTonin of the union) had no casting 
vole and there was no appeal to a 
higher body. Because of thr* deadlock 
Mr. Dash did not have to serve his 
suapension. Four test cases came before 
the Dock Labour Board today (Monday) 
and aUo ended in deadlock The em¬ 
ployers’ attempts to suspend docken 
has so far not come off! 

But when thousands of cases arc 
affected this comtiiulion could well be 
changed to allow for a definite decision 
□nc way or the other. 
CXJNTAIMERISATION niRE AT 

Meanwhile a vitally importani meeting 
of the PLA dockers which could com¬ 
pletely split ihc dockers' unity was due 
lo take place on Wednesday. February 19. 

The PLA (Port of London Authority) 
dockers arc in a better position- 
especi,alb at Tilbury—than the other 
dtvek^TS because they get niosi of the 
jobs on containerisation and mechanised 
benhs where the work is easy, the 
pay is high and the manning low', 

Overseas Containm Limited, due to 
start in March, will pay £37 6s. 8d. for 
a 341-hour week on three shifis. bui 
to onl> 54 dockers. This is only a 
small fraction of tine men that would 
have been employ^ on the equivalent 
work (niric skipsr will do the work 
of m eonvcntional . ships) and so ihe 
union wBl not ^low the deal until 
all men arc o\-} s. decent basic wage. 

(At present jn London get 

an average of ahopt £3tl a week under 
piecework The employers want lo ban 
piecework and are i>ffering a basic wage 
of fit 5s. plus a Jf) per cent bonus in 
exchange, Dockets how'cvcr are sus¬ 
picious over the conditions attached to 
Ihc bonus.) 

On Friday, February H. the PLA 
dockers ai Tilburj expressed their 
annoyance at the union for ’holding 
(hern back’ and not allowing them to 
accept the reduced manning deals The 
PLA has told them that if the OCL 
agreement is workc'd. all PLA dockers 
at Tilbiin^ will be guaranteed £29 a 
week 

This bribe is vei^ attraciive lo the 
PLA dockers and they are tending to 
forget about the fate of the rest of 
the dockers. So on Friday they called 
a meeting of the 3,4(K3 PLA dockers in 
the whole of London to take place 
on Wednesday (Febniar) 19). 

It is suspected the Tilbury PLA 
dockers want the support of the rest of 
the PLA dockers to go ahead with 
the deal and defy the union ban. 

No wonder Sir Andrew' Trichion 
(chairman of Overseas Containers 
Limited) .said: 't am encouraged by 
the aitiiude of the men a1 Tilbury*. 

More pressure was added on Sauirday 
when OCL said that unless the deal 
was allowed to be worked they would 
take the job chew he re—possibly lo 
Roitcrdam 

If the PL,A men do gn ahead with 
The deal it w'ould lead lo a [remendous 
split in the union and by allowing more 
work to be done by less men would 
undermine ihc ease of olher dockers 
(iiicl tiding those in the Royals) of 
getting belter wages or even maintain 
their preseni earnings 

The employers demand c\!ia pro¬ 
ductivity for a higher bask wage. Yet

February 16) all Ft>rd*s 
shop -stewards met to discuss the >^ituatioii 
arising from their union leaders' accept^ 
upcc of the package deal. The outct>me 
of the meeting wail ’Reopen negotiations 
for an improved offer or strike action m 
all Ford's plarsis as from Monday, 
February 24'. 

It is rcp4irted that the negotiations will 
not be reopened because of the acceptance 
of the deal by the trade union leaders, 
plus the fact that Ford*s rnanagemcni be¬ 
lieve that the majortiy of the rank and 
hie will accept the package deal. 

February 24 will prove who i,s righk 
one hopes that there will not be a repefi- 
lion of Langbridgc, Uirmingham, where 
a few years back workers were pleading 
with their mates not to cross the picket 
line. 

If workers ever sell ihcir rlglii lo deter- 
mine wlicn iind where they shall with¬ 
draw their labour then they sell the only 
REAL weapon they have.

I T W.AS REPORTED in last week’s 
FkrtiDOM that union officials were to 
meet Ford management to dtscuss the 
package dcaJ. The object of the meeting 
was (a) lo increase the original pay offer 
and (b) to discard the objcciionable 
strings. 

The pay offer was in creased from 5';, 
to between 7F* ^nd lO';;. plus the dete- 
tion of the sick pay scheme from the 
penalty clause. Leaders of 15 unions 
agreed to these final proposals It is re¬ 
ported that the T^kGWU abstained and 
the .^EF voted against. These two unions 
took this action because even with the 
increase Ford workers still cam lens than 
Midlands car workers, and both AEF and 
T&GWU think there should be parity. 
The discrepancy is estimated at between 
7- and IIP . 

Some of the union leaders thought they 
should put the offer to their member.^ be¬ 
fore Aci^ptance buf Ihey w'crc outvoted. 
As will be seen later, those for immediate 
acceptance will reap the storm that they 
have aroused. 

Reaction from the three meetings of 
the rank and file showed substantial 
majority opposition, not only to the pay 
increase, but to the penalty clauses. 

The approaches toward equal pay for 
women were welcomed but it w'ss felt 


5,000 Homeless in Sweden 


SWEDEN IS SUPPOSED lo haw the 
best welfare in the world, but she 
has in her capital about 5,000 homeless 
people. A great number of them appear 
in the alcoholics, narcotic and crimimil 
regisicr^i. This unpleasant figure was 
publicly exposed recently when a group 
of arts and crafts students opened their 
schoolrooms to Sweden's lowest social 
group, (The social services here operate 
with three or four social groups.) The 
operation was called ‘AHcrnative Christ¬ 
mas’ (later changed to “Alternative 
Society”) and was meant to offer a com¬ 
pletely open community atmosphere. 

The young people succceiicd, and, 
through scvcrol meetings and discussions 
with the slcepers-out, managed to raise 
the self-respect of members of this group 
Both sides expressed their atiiiudes to 
the arrangement in a very positive way. 
and the word ’solidarity’ was uttered by 
the homeless, who never normally ust it, 
and rightly so. 

A few hundred out of the 5,BOB took 
part. When they could no longer stay at 
the arts and crafts school 15 people had 
a dcmonsiraiion in front of the fown 
Hall, after which about 50 occupied a 
ytmlh settlement The leader of the 
iiClttemeni was taken by surprise, and had 
fiis plans disturhed for ahoui 24 huurv 
During this time a secret meeting was 
held, and when (he 5f) people left .the> 
went strainhi to unc of Stockholm's social 
welfare olliccs and occupied it, and hud 
culTee and lunch there, while the social 
welfare workers told them that iliev cmild

Some higher oflkUb arrived and tried 
U> persuade the men to go to the Mate s 
hostcl-i for homeless pevjple. It was sug¬ 
gested to the olhcials lhat they themselves 
should go there, and spend a week, after 
which they would realise why the men 
did not want to go to these places One 
man said, ’I prefer to sleep in a corridor 
or a hallway of a building, where at least 
I shall have peace and quiet, and in the 
morning I shall still have my things 
with me,* 

One of Ihe high olftciab said lo a 
girl student, ’Your activity at the arts nnd 
crafts school was pretty dangerous It 
degraded these people, who have tried u> 
gain some self-respect. They have now 
taken to methylated spiriis drinking 
again. We had people there who recug- 
nised such cases ’ 

'No/ said the girl, ’1 am of the opptvsiie 
opinion. Their morale was raised/ 

This dialogue shows how completely 
out of touch the welfare workers arc with 
ihe values and wishes of the people they 
.ire supposed to help. By help they mean 
‘get them to accept society's norms and 
values' They forget that they arc dealing 
with the people least lit to live up to this 
society'.s dcmand.s. Society has failed to 
satisfy Ihcir needs, and this is Ihe cause 
of these people not being able lo fit in. 
Their ink sotuiion. in iheir aiiempt lo 
achieve 'lome sorl of balance W'ithin ihe 
present system, is to take lo drink i>r to 
narcotics, ti is the only way they can 
vtaitd their situatLun 

Ihe ofiiciaIs called the police, who dis- 
persed the crowd. The youths who 
>aarteii the action have dissolved VMter- 
niilivc Sociely*, saying that the next step 
IS up lo the ptipulation aii a whole. Bui 
I he IV has been a marked Jack of support 
from the public, not an uncommon 
phenomenon, and no more of the matlcr 
has been heard The men ."Still sleep out. 
and its hloodv cold here 
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
